Starring in the pre-war

H aving acted alongside Lily James in 

Pride and Prejudice and Zombies , and 
starred alongside Penelope Cruz in the 
sultry Schweppes ad campaign, What Did 
You Expect?, as well as playing the fallen angel 
Gabrielle Givens with a convincing Deep South 
accent in novel turned movie Fallen , rising star and 
Brixton resident Hermione Corfield has gone from 
strength to strength. Now claiming a leading role in 
ITV’s The Halcyon - a pre-war drama that’s plotted 
around the inner workings of a hotel - Corfield is 
excited for viewers to see how the story unravels, 
with a compelling love triangle and plenty of 
outrageous behaviour interwoven into the plot to 
keep audiences hooked. 

‘The series is set in a time just before World War 
II, in a Ritz style hotel in the middle of the West 
End,’ she explains. ‘It begins during “the phoney 
war”, when nobody thought the war would touch 
Britain, and ends on the first day of war. It’s really 
about the inner workings of a hotel and what goes 
on behind closed doors with both the staff and the 
guests. I play the character of Emma Garland, 
whose dad [played by Steven Mackintosh] runs the 
hotel. He bridges the gap between the staff who run 
the hotel and the aristocratic family that own the 
hotel, which results in an interesting dynamic.’ 

The 1940s is a period that people often associate 
with prim and propemess, with overtones of general 
prudishness, but Corfield reminds us that behind the 
scenes, this was not the case in the slightest. ‘Along 
the way, my character has some love interests; the 
first series sees Emma make the journey from a girl 
to a woman,’ she says. ‘I also find my own voice in 
the war effort.

in the 40s, and that everyone was so well 
behaved. Realistically, everyone still did everything 
we do today, sex before marriage and all the rest of it 
- it all went on. In that sense, the show feels very 
modem. It has modem themes and the soundtrack in 
particular reflects this in a strong way.’ 

Playing a role set in bygone era is anything but 
easy and Corfield says she grounds herself by 
putting modem day emotions into her acting. ‘Our 
director told us to take the fear of the big threats of 
our time, such as terrorism, and to put them into our 
roles,’ she explains. ‘Every single generation has a 
threat, so it’s tapping into that real life fear that 
drives the characters. The show starts off with 
everyone thinking there is no way the war would 
make its way to the UK, but as 
time progresses they realise it’s 
becoming more and more of a 
serious reality.’ 

When it comes to what 
makes the show so compelling, 
she adds: ‘The hierarchy of staff 
to customer creates an 

atmosphere of scandal, drama, secrets, and intrigue. 
The aristocratic family consists of two twin brothers, 
Lord and Lady Hamilton, and they are very much 
involved in the story that adds an extra layer to the 
dynamic - there is a lot of rivalry within the family,’ 
explains Corfield. ‘The series also plays on the fact 
that on both sides of the war, there were people who 
were in cahoots with those pulling the strings.’ 

Of the push towards equal recognition for 
women in the film industry, Corfield says while big 
strides have been made towards equality, there is 
still a long way to go, stating: ‘There are definitely 
more strong female roles to play with these days, 
and recently I have come into contact with a lot 
more female directors and female screenwriters. 
There are brilliant female roles out there, but there 
are still hundreds and hundreds of girlfriend roles 
out there too, roles where you are the accessory to 
the man, so we are not there yet. Women are starting 
their own production companies now and taking 
things into their own hands, such as Reese 
Witherspoon, so the future does look hopeful.’

Having not lived in Brixton 
long, Corfield loves the 
community feel in the area and 
says ‘even though it’s in London, everyone still 
talks to each other’. She loves Mamma Dough and 
simply walking through Brixton Village, which has 
a wealth of eclectic offerings. ‘Each area in London 
is so different, each little pocket has its own 
personality,’ she adds. 

Corfield has always been into acting and her 
passion for the art took her to New York after 
university, where she enrolled in a method acting 
course at Lee Strasberg Group. She’s set to appear in 
King Arthur: Legend of the Sword , Bees Make 
Honey and Vin Diesel’s much anticipated, XXX: 
Return of Xander Cage , which are all to be released 
this year. Looking to the future, Corfield hopes to 
one day play a great novelist, as she’s a big fan of 
both Virginia Woolf and Sylvia Plath. Better yet, 
maybe one day she’ll direct these films about iconic 
female novelists under her own production company 
- we’ll wager that this one is soaring towards a glass 
ceiling at full force, baseball bat in hand.

Here I am in Majorca glowing with fake 
tan, there’s the three of us in New York, me, the old 
man and the daughter. I think it 
was about seven years ago, when 
Obama was sitting pretty in the 
White House with lovely 
Michelle and, suddenly, it struck 
me. I won’t go to the States until 
Trump is out of the picture. How 
sad is that? All those 
places that I still really 
want to visit - San 
Francisco, Palm

W hen Ladywell Leisure 

Centre was demolished in 
2014, Lewisham Council 
decided to put the site to 
good use. Instead of leaving a yawning 
gap in the high street while new build 
and estate regeneration programmes 
were being developed for the site, the 
council worked with architects Rogers 
Stirk Harbour + Partners to create 
PLACE/Ladywell, a Lego-bright 
temporary residential development, 
offering a short term solution to the 
housing crisis in the borough. 

But that’s not all. The ground floor of 
PLACE/Ladywell is set to become the 
go-to business and community space in 
the area. Thanks to ideas contributed by 
locals at a September 2015 meeting, it’s 
now a thriving community hub that 
includes a yoga studio, a vibrant indoor 
market, a support centre and the Good 
Hope cafe, a spacious and welcoming 
establishment run by community charity 
For Jimmy, in honour of south east 
London boy Jimmy Mizen. There’s also 
a community cinema, which doubles as a 


mixed-use events space for parties, 
receptions and networking events, and 
even co-working space for small 
businesses, available at affordable rates. 

Anna Burton, who is Projects 
Coordinator at Meanwhile Space, the 
community interest agency that sublets 
the business units to entrepreneurs, says: 

‘The aim is for PLACE/Ladywell to be a 
whole social experience for visitors - 
you can meet friends at the cafe, stop for 
lunch, browse the shops, try something 
new and even learn a new skill.’ 

The space PLACE/Ladywell provides 
for local businesses and initiatives also 
contributes to the community’s 
wellbeing. For years Philippe Granger 
has had to run the Rushey Green Time 
Bank from his spare bedroom, but now 
he’s based at PLACE/Ladywell, local 
people know exactly where to find him - 
and he provides an essential service for 
people in need. ‘The idea with Time 
Bank is that people exchange their time 
and skills, which helps them to meet 
people and reduces isolation while 
getting them active. We also run a Bring > 
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PLACE/Ladywell is the 
latest attraction in the 
area, which includes the 
river walk 


& Fix, inviting people to share their 
skills, fix bikes, help people write their 
CVs and more.’ 

The indoor market is open from 
3-6pm, and it’s packed with cool little 
shops - or retail ‘pods’ - many selling 
home-made and vintage products. There 
are hand-made skincare products and 
cards, a little haberdashery, a dressmaker 
and a picture framer. Ann-Marie 
Litchmore sells floral arrangements, both 
silk and real, for 
weddings and 
christenings. ‘All the 
market retailers are 
women and there’s a 
great atmosphere of 
pulling together to 
make it work,’ says 
Litchmore. ‘None of us knew each other 
before, but we all have the right mindset, 
promoting each other’s wares. It’s easy 
when the quality’s so good.’ 

Owner of Thunder & Lightning 
vintage clothes shop, Morgan Webber- 
Newman, adds: ‘I’ve always wanted to 
run my own fashion business and it has 
finally become a reality. I’m always 
scouring markets, online and retail pop- 


ups for vintage buys, as 
well as UK-made 
alternative brands. 

Thunder & Lightning is 
a reflection of this 
mixing of old and new 
and showcasing brands 
such as Syd & Mallory, Mod Dolly, 
Crown & Glory and Finest Imaginary.’ 

‘The retail pods in the indoor market 
are incubator spaces for local start-ups 
to test their business 
idea in subsidised 
space with very low 
rents,’ says Burton. 
‘It’s the next step up 
from doing fairs and 
markets, and offers a 
fixed space to work 
from. Applications were accepted on the 
basis that they were local and offered 
something new to the area.’ One 
example, in a larger street-facing unit, is 
Sicilian Corrado Scala, who runs the 
Italian organic deli We Love Pasta, 
selling delights like home-made 
tagliatelle, tempting sauces and ice¬ 
cream, all made using his own recipes. 

PLACE/Ladywell is a five-minute

walk from Ladywell Station, and easily 
accessed from nearby Catford, 

Lewisham and Brockley. And with 
Ladywell Park’s river walk and all the 
cosy cafes and patisseries plus a 
traditional butcher’s shop in Ladywell 
village, the area’s set to become quite 
a destination. 

Sadly the building will only be onsite 
for four years, though the units are 
designed to last 60 years so that the 
council can easily relocate them to 
another site where housing is in short 
supply. But for now PLACE/Ladywell is 
creating a buzz. As Webber-Newman 
concludes: ‘South east London really is 
on the up and it’s projects like this that 
make it a much more exciting place to 
visit and shop.’

Back to the 
FUTURE 

Presenter of Channel 4’s Inside Out Homes, 
Brixton-based architect Zac Monro tells 
us why 60s builds are the future

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O riginally appearing on 

Channel 4’s Grand Designs as 
the architect behind an 
innovative build, Zac Monro 
is now presenting the channel’s brand 
new Inside Out Homes show. Monro 
started running his business out of his 
home in Brixton in 2000 and now runs an 
extremely successful design practice as 
well as the Brixton Pound, a clever 
concept that encourages regeneration and 
business growth within the local area, 
aiming to ensure the survival of 
independent business owners. 

With an indifference to the grand 
Victorian structures the British have an 
unwavering attachment to, Monro feels 
that homes built in the 60s are a more 
sensible alternative. Their structures 
require less upkeep and 
handle energy saving 
modernisation better than 
their showy Victorian 
ancestors, as well as being 
considerably less expensive 
to purchase. While most 
people look at properties 
built in the 60s with an 
uninspired, dismissive 
attitude, Monro sees their 
potential. ‘Salaries have not 
risen in line with the cost of 
homes. Houses are 
unaffordable for many now, 
yet somehow we are still 
hung up on this idea that 
Victorian homes are better. 

‘They require an awful lot of work to 
keep them going and, at this point, they 
are at the end of their lifespan. They are 
also not energy efficient - from an 
ecological point of view, they are 
obscene. There is a stigma attached to 
60s homes, which actually makes them 
cheaper - they don’t quite tie in with this 
social bias towards Victorian tradition 
that we have. When people buy a house 
they suddenly retreat into a Victorian 
man with a moustache and buy a 
crumbling building. If you can look at 
these ugly 60s houses and get past how 
they look, there are bones there for 
something beautiful.’ 

The local architect has a closer affinity 
with the architecture of the 60s rather 
than that of the early 1900s, something 
he attributes to their association with the 
beginnings of the ‘inside out’ movement. 


He explains: ‘Post-war, early modernist 
homes really started to try and 
incorporate the outside because people 
began to realise how significant it was to 
human existence. Technology has moved 
on so much now that 
you can have areas of 
a home where you 
are not aware of 
walls at all and feel 
at one with nature.’ 

With the urban 
population rapidly 
growing, Monro says 
that it is now more 
important than ever 
before to create naturalistic tranquil 
zones that allow people to switch off. 
‘We are humans, we evolved in nature. 
Even if you grew up in a city, you still 
yearn for nature, even more so,’ he 
explains. ‘The daily grind is all about 


man made things, roads, noise, hassle 
and stress, which makes it critical to have 
moments of release away from those 
things. Nature is vital for our wellbeing, 
it grounds us.’ 

It’s not always possible to create 
garden spaces for homes that exist in the 
city, but Monro gives the example of 
filling your home or stacking a staircase 
shelving unit full of plants as an 
alternative. When it comes to the housing 
crisis, Monro thinks people will start 
getting more creative, turning to self 
build and co-building options. Having 
transformed his own home from a 
standard 60s build to a fully functioning, 
beautiful modem home, Monro ends on 
an interesting note. ‘There are millions of 
Victorian buildings out there, they are not 
that beautiful,’ he asserts. 
‘People are becoming a lot 
more cost conscious and 
would rather live in a modem 
home these days.’ 

And while most of us love 
a Victorian build, with all 
their fanciful ceiling features 
and sweeping fireplaces, the 
astronomical cost of homes 
and energy is forcing us all to 
rethink design, architecture, sustainability 
and efficiency - meaning that Monro 
might very well be onto something.

I n our December issue we introduced 
Cullum Welch Court, a stunning and very 
high quality Residential Care Home (with 
nursing care) located in Blackheath. In this 
edition, we want to explain further about 
Cullum Welch Court and its parent 
organisation, Morden College. 

Cullum Welch Court is owned and run by 
Morden College, a Charity that provides 
accommodation in flats for independent or 
supported living for older people who are in 
financial hardship. Morden College is situated in 
12 acres of beautiful grounds on the most 
easterly edge of the heath, at Blackheath. 

The College was founded in 1695 by Sir John 
Morden, principally back then as an alms 
house for merchant traders who had fallen on 
hard times. During the following 300 or so years 
the College has expanded its accommodation 
from 40 bedsits around a Quadrangle to some 
212 flats today in residences in both Blackheath 


and Beckenham, and expanded also into 
providing care services for its beneficiaries. 

Cullum Welch Court care home is the 
manifestation of those care services providing 
personal, nursing and dementia care, 
physiotherapy and a doctor's service. Morden 
College's beneficiaries living in the Charity's 
independent and supported living 
accommodation have access to the care 
services in Cullum Welch Court, and the Charity 
is also able to accept direct entrants into the 
care home, principally for individuals living in 
London and the South East. 

The Trustees and staff are very proud of their 
care home. It has performed consistently to a 
high standard. Most recently under their new 
inspection regime, the CQC graded Cullum 
Welch Court 'Good'. The Regulator wrote: 

'Staff treated people in a caring, respectful 
and dignified manner... The home looked and 
smelled fresh and clean... People told us their 
privacy and dignity were respected... People 
were engaged in various activities of their 
choice to ensure they were stimulated.'

Lucy Ryder Richardson reveals the 
inspiration behind her new book, where her 
lovefor midcentury design stems from and 
what Dulwich had to do with it 


What inspired you to write 100 Midcentury Chairs and their stories? 

I started to collect ply chairs about three years ago. I have an early 
Chemer, a Jacobsen Grand Prix and Eames DCW, and my ex had a 
beautiful early Aalto. I also have too many other chairs for one house to 
handle. After talking to dealers at the show and doing my own research, 
I became fascinated by the stories behind them and by the fact that once 
linked together in a timeline, they told the history of post-war design. 
There are plenty of bibles on chairs, but I didn’t feel there was a book 
you could carry around that was practical enough, or one that really 
delved deep by asking the families of the design greats for anecdotes as 
well as the PRs and production houses. 


Do you believe furniture design should be as important as other 
works of art? It’s a different thing altogether and depends what floats 
your boat and what you are comparing at the time. You need both in a 
home. Sometimes a chair will take a lot longer than a painting, but it has 
to work as an object as well. Charles Eames once said about design: 

‘I would rather say it’s an expression of purpose. It may, if it is good 
enough, later be judged as art.’ 

I think you could judge the Chemer or Wegner’s Valet chair and Finn 
Juhl’s Chieftain chair as works of art on their own sitting in the comer of 
a room as they definitely bring up an emotion (certainly in me anyway),

and once a naked woman is sitting 
in Carlo Mollino’s chairs (as they 
did back in the 50s when he kept a 
private photographic collection of 
working girls looking languid in his 
handmade chairs) they can become 
art by the very act of having a 
person pose in them. 


How did you go about selecting 
the 100 chairs to feature? This 
was a tough one and I had a few 
sleepless nights over it because I 
know what a tough audience 
midcentury fans are. I had to miss 
out some chairs I really loved, but I wanted to feature mainly 
affordable chairs not gallery chairs, and ones that told the 
history of chair design. I wanted it to be a book you could carry 
around to fairs and auctions, one you could afford, that had a 
reason for existing rather than just looking pretty on a coffee 
table. I’m so happy it still made it into all my favourite 
museum shops (Tate Modem, V&A, De La Warr etc), but that 
was not the main thrust of writing it. I actually imagined people 
sitting on the tube, in bed, even on the loo reading it, rather 
than just placing it on a table for people to coo at. 


Did any of the interviews you conducted throw up 
surprises? Too many to say and I thought I knew quite a bit 
already, but you will have to read the book to find them out. I 
never knew that the Time Life chair played such a major part in 
Bobby Fischer winning the 1972 world chess championship 
against Russian Boris Spassky during the Cold War. And I 
didn’t realise Hans Wegner was so blatantly ripped off and it 
made him really upset. 


When did you first harbour an interest in midcentury 
design? When I was little I really envied friends with ‘cool’ 
houses. My Mum and Dad love the Victorian and the Georgian 
style, but in the 70s we had a playroom with an L shaped 

Kvadrat sofa, Lucienne Day Kalex 
print curtains and a shag pile carpet, 
and I felt totally at home tucked away 
in there. As much as I think my 
parents have really great taste, 
everything to me in the rest of the 
house seemed totally old fashioned. 
My kids probably feel the same about 
my home. 


Did moving to your Dulwich home 
play a role in you giving up being 
a fashion journalist to focus on this 
passion of yours? Yes definitely. We 
did our first show in my late 60s 
designed house in Dulwich woods. 


What do you love about living in 
Dulwich? I love living 10 minutes 
from Brixton and 20 minutes from Soho, and yet having the 
most amazing fresh air thanks to all the open spaces and trees. 
The people on the whole are pretty chilled and there’s an 
amazing community spirit you don’t often get in London. I 
really notice when I go into the middle of town that people 
dress a lot better the further you go in. People tend to be 
comfortably scruffy around here. 


Are there plenty of boutiques and designers that pique 
your interest in the area? I mainly shop at our shows as I 
like to put my money where my mouth is, but I do pop into 
Mrs Robinson or Ed and Dulwich Trader for the occasional 
gift. I don’t shop for clothes around here. I do love shopping in 
Crystal Palace for vintage clothes occasionally and the open 
houses in May are a wonderful way of buying direct from 
designers in their homes.

The house has a highly efficient heat 
energy recovery system. In each room 
there are ventilation ducts with filters 
that feed the air in and out of the space, 
all leading to a heat exchanger. It will 
circulate all heat that we don’t really 
think about, such as heat from the white 
goods in the house. It has humidity 
regulating properties that have positive 
effects on the atmospheric conditions of 
a room. It keeps the house cool in the 
summer and warm in the winter, without 
the need to open windows or keep your 
heating on. 

Why did we go down the eco route? 
We have always felt environmentally 
responsible, and I am passionate about 
wildlife, nature and the outdoors. It was 
natural to us to want to create an eco- 
friendly living space.

carbon dioxide output - and no trees 
were lopped, chopped or felled during 
the building of this property! 

The property has triple glazing 
throughout with some very large 
windows. They produce a lot of heat, 
rather like a greenhouse. Highly 
reflective interior 
surfaces were used 
inside so light from 
strategically placed 
windows would 
bounce off and reflect 
images of the foliage 
outside directly onto 
the transparent glass balustrades and 
balconies, acting like giant mirrors. Even 
on a dingy day it has a highly effective 
passive solar gain. 

The idea of using light and heat and 
reflected light in an eco home is so 
exciting, which was why the kitchen 
work surface always had to meet the 
creative vision. The surface is a mix of 
quartz crystals and polyester resin, not 


unlike onyx, but it 
looks like stone and is 
made from 
sustainably sourced 
quartz. Not only were the colour and 
surface detail amazing, but light could 
penetrate the surface and, when 
illuminated, give the effect of burning 
embers. There is also an amazing play of 
colour within the house with other 
lighting fixtures, as well as blue and 

purple shadows. It was 
about making light 
work as a heat source, 
using it to reflect, 
absorb and embrace 
the space it has to 
illuminate. It is very 
special inside and 
spectacular outside too. 

People only tend to really ‘live’ in a 
couple of rooms. There are plenty of 
secluded spaces to slip away to should 
the need arise, but the spacious open 
plan area works as the hub of the house. 
The other rooms are multi-functional 
spaces that did not need to be labelled. 
The five bedrooms and four bathrooms 
overlook the sedum roofs, while the bath

GUY AWFORD 

Here’s one way to banish the excess of the festive season 


P acked full of vitamins, minerals 
and antioxidants, a freshly made 
carrot, squash and ginger soup 
has all the restorative qualities 
you need in the cold winter months. 
What’s more, the base of this soup 
consists of onions, garlic and leeks; these 
alliums all contain protective sulphur 
compounds that are extremely beneficial 
to the liver, helping it to eliminate toxins 
and carcinogens. 

The key to a good soup is of course a 
good stock. An intense vegetable 
stock would work well but, if 
like me, you prefer the 
comforting richness of a 
chicken stock, then it 
always pays to have some 
in the freezer. So, the next 
time you have roast 
chicken for lunch, pop the 
left-over bones in a pot with 
some chopped onion and carrot, 
a few peppercorns, a bay leaf and a 
sprig of thyme. Cover with cold water and 
simmer for a couple of hours. Now pass 
the liquid through a sieve, allow to cool 
and then freeze until required. 

The soup is finished with a dollop of 
yoghurt, some fresh coriander, a sprinkle 
of toasted seeds, and a little chilli oil. To 
make your own chipotle oil heat 500 ml 
of rapeseed oil with a chopped dried 
chipotle chilli. Don’t overheat - 74 C is 
fine. Remove from the heat and pour into 
a sterilised jar. Leave for a week to 
infuse. Pour the oil through a fine sieve 
or muslin cloth.

CARROT, SQUASH & GINGER 


• Serves 6 

• Preparation time: 25 mins 

• Cooking time: 20 minutes 

2 onions - finely sliced 

1 leek - washed and finely sliced 

3 cloves of garlic - minced 
Inch of ginger - finely grated 
500g carrots - finely sliced 

1 medium sized butternut squash 
- peeled, seeds removed & 
diced small 

2 bay leaves 
Sprig of thyme 
Chilli oil 

6 tablespoons of thick yogurt 
Toasted cumin seeds & 
pumpkin seeds 
Fresh coriander 


1 Put the onions in a thick bottomed pot 
with a little olive oil and a generous pinch 
of salt. Cook on a low heat for 5 minutes. 

2 Add the leek, garlic and ginger, and 
continue cooking until everything is soft. 

3 Stir in the squash and pour in the stock. 
Add the bay and thyme. 

4 Bring to the boil, add the carrots and 
simmer for 10 minutes. 

5 Remove the herbs then liquidise until 
very smooth. Adjust the seasoning and 
add more stock if it is too thick. 

6 Serve with a dollop of yoghurt, fresh 
coriander, a swirl of chilli oil, and a sprinkling 
of seeds.

B rockley boasts a 

rather laid-back, but 
nonetheless 
impressive and 
diverse foodie scene. 

One thing that was missing 
though, until recently, was a 
neighbourhood restaurant with 
dining fine enough to reserve 
for a special date such as an 
anniversary, or even just a 
slightly more intimate, drawn-out evening with 
old friends over a bottle of wine.

coriander goodness. My 
companion was equally 
pleased with his pork belly - 
tender, with homemade apple 
chutney. When it came to the 
main course, Regdon’s creamy 
risotto had just the right 
amount of bite, and the rib-eye 
was a real treat along with a rich poached 
duck egg and leafy kale. Wine-wise, we’d 
recommend going for a bottle (or a carafe) of 
the Spanish ‘Donkeyjote’ Vinicola Corellana 
from Navarra - fun and bright, with 
concentrated red and black fruits, and grippy 
tannins to release the flavours of the steak. 

Regrettably too full by this stage to order 
a dessert each, we went for the chocolate 
fondant to share - which for me, was the 
stand-out feature of the evening. Dark, 
oozing and not too sweet, with the addition 
of amaretto white chocolate ice cream, I’d be 
loathe to order anything else. With so much 
on the menu to sample, we’ll be booking in 
again soon to beat the January blues.

ZERO GRAVITY 

We are just about to be hurtled back into 
the daily grind of work life, and everyone 
will agree that the brief hiatus away from 
it all that occurred just after the frantic 
run up to Christmas was all too short. It’s 
hard to switch off when you live in a big 
city as fast paced as London, and research 
has shown that our salience networks are 
in overdrive.

Hailing from a career in 
the city, Hawley admits to being 
overstressed and overworked, which lead to 
him setting up Floatworks.

Taking an hour out of your day to 
effectively hang in space inside your own 
zero gravity alien pod is definitely one of 
the coolest ways to unwind. It’s all about 
pushing yourself into a state of calm by 
literally unplugging your senses.

The founder of Ayurveda Pura in 
Greenwich explains why traditional 
Indian healing remedies could hold the 
key to healthy modern living

G reenwich Millennium Village 
is the perfect spot for an 
Ayurvedic clinic. So says 
Dr Deepa Apte, who founded 
Ayurveda Pura Health Spa in the midst 
of this neighbourhood six years ago. 
‘According to ancient texts, to be a 
successful healing centre you need to 
have a fresh breeze and running water 
and open spaces within walking distance, 
so the area is perfect,’ she says Apte. 

Bom in Hydarabad in India, Apte 
moved to Germany to continue her 
medical studies before locating to 
London 15 years ago. Having qualified 
as an Ayurvedic practitioner and yoga 
teacher, she began to incorporate all 
three systems into her work, before 
focusing her attention on bringing the 
ancient healing science of Ayurveda to 
the West. Starting off with a small range 
of herbal teas developed in her kitchen 
11 years ago, she now sells over 100 
holistic wellbeing products at the spa and 
its vegetarian cafe, which has become a 
popular meeting spot with the locals. 

‘The Peninsula has changed a lot since 
we launched and it’s great that we’ve 
become a community hub,’ she says. 

But just what is Ayurveda? ‘To put it 
simply, “ayur” means life and “veda” 



means science, so when put together it 
means science of life, knowledge of life 
or wisdom of life,’ says Apte. ‘Even 
though it’s an ancient system of medical 
practice, it can be applied into any age or 
era or part of the world.’ 

The first step is to identify your body 
type or constitution, known as your 
dosha. This is done through simple 
diagnostic techniques such as pulse¬ 
taking and a visual examination of the 
tongue. There are three main body types 
- Vata, Pitta, Kapha - although some of 
us are bom a combination of one or 
more. ‘The body type you are bom with 
is like your DNA,’ explains Apte. ‘It will 
never change, no matter where you go or 
what you do.’ 


But we also have a second body type, 
the result of environment and lifestyle. 
‘This “outer” body type is like a layer of 
dust and where imbalances can occur,’ 
explains Apte. ‘Ayurveda works to 
remove the layer of dust, so you revert to 
your basic body type. This is how you’ll 
be your happiest, healthiest, and live a 
long, good life.’ 

Ayurvedic healing is applied through 
five ‘branches’ - food, herbs, massage, 
yoga and lifestyle changes. As well diet 
and lifestyle advice, the clinic offers a 
wide range of traditional Ayurvedic 
treatments including Shirodhara 
(pictured), the pouring herb-infused oil 
for long periods over the ‘third eye’ (the 
spot between the eyebrows) to help 
balance mind and body. There are also 
facials and massages using customised 
organic skincare. 

Apte also runs an Ayurveda Academy 
next door to the spa, which has already 
trained hundreds in the ancient healing 
philosophy. ‘My students love the area,’ 
she says. ‘There’s a sense of openness 
here you don’t find in most of London.’

J une 6, 2016 . We’re in the gift shop 
of the Fairmont Washington, 
located in the idyllic Georgetown.

When time came to check out of The

Learning For Life 
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READING 
BETWEEN 
the LINES 

The Headmaster ofBickley Park School in 
Bromley looks at the obstacles to overcome in 
education in the new year

A s Head of a 
boys’ school, 
I would say 
one of the 

key challenges facing 
schools in 2017 is 
making boys’ 
experience of learning 
relevant and engaging 
at a time when the educational gender 
gap in attainment is widening. 

Nowhere is this more apparent than in 
reading. Developing a passion for 
reading is probably the single most 
important factor in a successful academic 
education. The National Literacy Trust 
has noted that girls continue to outpace 
boys in their enthusiasm for reading for 
pleasure. Their latest study found that 
nearly twice as many boys as girls said 
they do not enjoy reading at all. 

What can be done about this? Make 
sure reading material is chosen that 
engages boys’ interest. It’s easy to dismiss 
a boy’s passion for reading a certain genre 
- we should seek to fan the sparks of 
interest they show in the written word, no 
matter how small. Research suggests 
positive male role models have an 
important part to play in helping boys to 
perceive reading as acceptable and ‘cool’. 

At Bickley Park, this is something that 
is frequently reinforced by, for instance, 
the Head of Sport reading his favourite 



sports poem to the boys, and other male 
members of staff undertaking ‘extreme 
reading’ sessions in challenging settings, 
such as half way up the school climbing 
wall. It’s great if you can find a book that 
forms part of a series because boys love 
the challenge, and bragging rights, of 
completing the entire collection by a 
given author. 

Parents and teachers need to be more 
aware boys are more likely to be 
motivated to learn if they can see a 
reason to do so. Boys will sub¬ 
consciously ask the question “what’s in it 
for me?” If a learning outcome is 
something that captures their imagination 
and spurs them to want to achieve, you 
will rarely find a more passionate learner. 

Boys like to see their learning as 
relevant. Bickley Park boys are 
constantly being told how their 
learning will help them later in life. 

As Headmaster I encourage 
aspiration by saying to the boys that 
many of them will become leaders 
when they are older. As an example 
of how this can be made meaningful 
and relevant, the 5-13 year olds are 
to be given a challenge for Spring 
Term 2017 - to deliver a speech as 
part of a school competition. 

They will know from the 
beginning what’s in it for them; to 
develop a skill for life important for 


them as future leaders and to 
communicate confidently to an audience. 
They will know what the outcome will 
be - the finalists will deliver their 
speech to an audience of several 
hundred in ‘the journalists’ church in 
Fleet Street, and the competition will be 
judged by someone famous. 

In 2017 , if you make it your 
resolution not to talk down to boys, but 
to seek to understand their passions and 
present them with achievable, engaging 
challenges, you will make a difference 
and help them achieve.

The Deputy Head of Alleyn’s School discusses well-being in education

C hild mental health is a common 
media headline. Every school is 
acutely aware of the concerns 
and a good school will address 
issues with its pupils and discuss matters 
with the whole staff. This promotes an 
environment in which any concerns from 
a child, their friend, a parent or member 
of staff are given serious consideration to 
ensure that the child is well supported 
through their difficulties. 

Schools, of course, are not health- 
centres. However, they are the ideal 
place to promote health in a way that 
individuals or families can find a 
challenge on their own. Schools have a 
chance to discuss habits of a child’s 
thinking, ways of relating to others and 
ways of considering one’s own sense of 
self, all of which help promote good 
mental health. 


At Alleyn’s, like our 
fellow schools, good mental 
health is promoted through a 
programme of lessons in the 
PSCHE (personal, 
social, citizenship 
health education) 
curriculum, either as a 
weekly class or 
through special days 
or presentations in 
place of normal 
lessons. However, mental health is not 
treated in isolation once a week. In all 
lessons, we integrate the approach called 
‘growth mindset’ pioneered by American 
educational thinker, Carol Dweck. 
Dweck argues schools should encourage 
pupils to think differently about learning: 
‘what can I learn here about what I 
found difficult?’ rather than ‘how many

marks did I get?’ By helping pupils 
consider the process of their learning, 
and their own strengths and weaknesses, 
they will set themselves achievable goals 
and grow into their learning. 

At Alleyn’s there is a notice in every 
classroom encouraging pupils to talk to 
ANY member of staff they feel 
comfortable with if they have a worry 
about themselves or another person. 
There is a strong culture of pastoral 
support through our House system and 
the structure of form groups under a 
tutor, with a Housemaster and Head of 
Year managing the care. A brilliant 
school chaplain addresses children in 
assemblies every day. All this ensures 
that they receive regular reminders that 
there is someone they can turn to at any 
time. In addition we make use 
of two highly trained child and 
adolescent counsellors, who 
are able to contact homes, 
when appropriate. Children are 
able to book slots with our 
counsellors confidentially. 

However, a child will seek 
advice from the person who 
makes them feel comfortable. 

So at the start of this 
academic year, all staff 
heard from a speaker at 
Mental Health First 
Aid England. This 
emphasised the crucial 
importance of looking 
out for signs of distress 
in pupils and encouraging opportunities 
for conversation, a critical first step in 
supporting them. 

By placing well-being at the heart of 
its work, a good school will help pupils 
grow into people who can meet the 
challenges of living in today’s world.

The need to talk 

The first working day in January is commonly known as 
Divorce Day when family lawyers receive more enquiries 
than at any other time of the year 


I n 2013 114720 couples divorced in 
England and Wales, down almost three 
per cent on the previous year. The statistics 
also show that marriages are more likely to 
survive the 'seven year itch' with divorce rates 
at the eight year mark nudging down by one 
per cent. But for older people, it's a different 
picture. Over 60,000 people who divorced in 
England and Wales in 2013 were over 50, a rise 
of 11 per cent. 

Alongside the slow-down in divorce for 
younger couples, the Law Society has 
reported a rise in enquiries for pre-nuptial 
agreements, with commentators suggesting 
it's being driven by parents who are 
investing in housing to enable their children 
to get on the property ladder, but wishing to 
protect family money against any future 
marriage breakdown. 

Family law expert Mandeep Clair of Grant 
Saw solicitors explains: 'Older couples may 


have less to worry about in relation to the 
impact of divorce on children, but dividing 
finances will probably cause more concern, 
as they are more likely to be asset-rich and 
with valuable pensions.' 

She adds: 'It's a hard decision at any time 
of the year and at any stage of marriage, 
but perhaps the most important thing for any 
couple is to consider children first and to 
avoid finger pointing as they go through 
the process.'

PREDICTIONS 2017 

How will the property market take shape in the next 12 months? 
Estate agents across the capital have their say

I f a week is a long time in politics, 
the housing market in 2016 was as 
turbulent as they come. First we had 
the hike in Stamp Duty for second 
homeowners in April adding 3% to each 
price band, sending the market into a 
spin before the ruling become law with 
record transactions and price rises. 

And then Brexit. 

Developers and estates agents in 
London have been putting on a brave, 
yet realistic face, with the future of the 
property market in the capital largely 
dependent on confidence. There are 
many reasons to believe that London’s 
place on the global stage will not be 
undermined says JLL. London’s business 
powerhouse is as crucial to the EU as it 
is to the UK. Additionally, London has 
no true viable European competitor, 
especially in financial services, with 
London’s role in global markets 
alongside New York, Singapore, Hong 
Kong and Tokyo a vital consideration. 
JLL is anticipating annual price growth 
of 0% in 2017, 1% in 2018 and 3% in 
2019, before stronger growth and greater 
normality returns to the country, London 
and the Prime Central London (PCL) 
housing market from 2020. 

Head of UK Research for JLL, Jon 
Neale, adds: ‘Price growth is predicted 
to be quite muted during 2017 and 2018, 
especially in higher priced locations, but 
with buyers poised to return once the 
waters are calmer, as we saw in 2009, we 
expect prices to ratchet up quickly before 
growing more steadily.’ 

An increase in transactions in the last 
quarter of 2016 has instilled hope that 
the London market is weathering the 
storm of both Brexit and Stamp Duty

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changes. Simon Tollit, Director of 
Central London Sales at United 
Kingdom Sotheby’s International Realty, 
comments: ‘It is anyone’s guess how the 
market will react to the proposed 
activation of Article 50. What we do 
know is that whenever uncertainty rears 
its ugly head the market undoubtedly 
slows and prices become flat. That said, 
there are hotspots in the capital and 
Victoria will continue to be one to watch 
in 2017.’ 

Francis Burca, Sales Negotiator at 
Harrods Estates Chelsea adds that the EU 
referendum triggered a surge in enquiries 
across all of its offices from international 
buyers and investors looking to take 
advantage of the weaker pound. ‘It is my 
belief that this will continue in 2017, as 
the pound will only strengthen once there 
is more clarity in the UK’s direction. 


The proposed Crossrail 2 line, 
Bakerloo extension and £344 million 
expansion to London City Airport are set 
to drive development and place making 
across this part of the capital. The 
London Mayor Sadiq Khan’s recent 
announcement that the Silvertown 
tunnel, DLR extension and a new cycle 
bridge between Rotherhithe and Canary 
Wharf will be built is further progress in 
helping to unlock east London. 

Nick Parr, partner Knight Frank 
Development Consultancy, says: ‘East 
London remains buoyant, yet the positive 
sentiment is struggling to be heard over 
the slowdown in prime central London. 
Infrastructure improvements continue to 
add value. Journey times to central 
London remain the most influential 
factor on house prices.’ 

‘There is no precedent for the current 
market and the Brexit vote makes 
forecasting more challenging than 
perhaps ever before,’ says Lucian Cook, 
Savills UK head of residential research. 
Savills’ forecasts for PCL are for no 
growth in the next two years then 8% in 
2019, while in other prime London 
locations forecasts are for a drop of -1% 
in 2017 returning to 6% growth in 2019 
as uncertainty clears. 

Spicerhaart’s Paul Smith concludes: 

‘It cannot be emphasised enough how 
much the residential property market is 
reliant on confidence, and with a market 
that is suffering from almost record low 
transactions levels, it is now more 
important than ever that clarity is 
provided. Our property market has in the 
past proved robust, and bounced back in 
terms of adversity.’ 





Vendors in PCL are not lowering their 
asking price, as they are holding out for a 
stronger sale. We’ve also witnessed a rise 
in demand for lateral spaces and I believe 
this will continue in 2017 as London still 
has a magnetic pull and remains an 
attractive investment.’ 

Although the 
implications of Brexit 
will not be fully 
understood for some 
time to come, the PCL 
market is likely to 
remain a safe haven for 
investors’ money in the 
long term and therefore price growth of 
8 % is expected to return from 2019 
onwards following the best case scenario 
of zero growth in 2017/18 according to 
Strutt & Parker. 

Charlie Willis, Head of Strutt & 
Parker’s London Residential Agency, 
adds: ‘The fall in sterling against certain

currencies following Brexit, particularly 
the dollar and the Swiss Franc, has 
definitely been a major contributing 
factor to the increase in buyers we have 
seen from Europe and Asia since June 
2016.
